[Accept-Expend  Ryan  White  HIV/AIDS  Treatment  Modernization  Act  Grant.] 


Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to  accept 
and  expend  retroactively  a  one-time  funding  award  of  Ryan  White  Part  A  (RWPA)  funds 
for  the  San  Francisco  Eligible  Metropolitan  Area  (SF  EMA)  in  the  amount  of  $4,758,228 
from  the  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration  (HRSA)  to  support  HIV  Health 
Services;  for  the  period  of  July  1, 2007  through  February  29,  2008. 

WHEREAS,  For  the  fiscal  year  2007-2008,  DPH  was  awarded  a  Ryan  White  Part  A 
(RWPA)  program  grant  by  the  Health  Resources  Services  Administration  (HRSA)  in  the 
amount  of  $18.8  million,  a  31%  decrease  from  the  fiscal  year  2006-2007  grant  of  $27.3 
million; 

WHEREAS,  This  reduction  in  federal  grant  funds  precipitated  an  immediate  crisis  that 
threatened  the  most  basic  HIV  services  and  the  region's  entire  integrated  system  of  care; 

WHEREAS,  This  percentage  reduction  occurred  not  only  for  San  Francisco  but  also  for 
other  local  jurisdictions  across  the  nation; 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  this  threat  to  HIV  services,  in  the  Consolidated 
Appropriations  Act,  2008,  Congress  lessened  the  percentage  cuts  for  San  Francisco  and 
other  local  jurisdictions  by  enacting  a  supplemental  appropriation  for  Ryan  White  program 
year  2007-2008  (March  1 ,  2007  to  February  28,  2008)  to  be  included  in  the  fiscal  year  2008- 
2009  Ryan  White  grants.  The  federal  appropriation  legislation  states  that  "funds  shall  be 
made  available  to  qualifying  jurisdictions  within  45  days  of  enactment,  for  increasing 
supplemental  grants  for  fiscal  year  2008  to  metropolitan  areas  that  received  grant  funding  in 
fiscal  year  2007  ...  to  ensure  that  an  areas'  total  funding  under  part  A  for  fiscal  year  2007, 
together  with  the  amount  of  this  additional  funding,  is  not  less  that  85.6%  of  the  amount  of 
such  areas'  total  funding  under  part  A  for  fiscal  year  2006"; 
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WHEREAS,  The  federal  appropriation  bill  expressly  made  the  supplemental  funding 
retroactive  to  the  Ryan  White  2007-2008  fiscal  year,  stating  that  the  additional  funding  "may 
be  used  for  costs  incurred  during  fiscal  year  2007 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  award  to  San  Francisco  similarly  makes  the  funding  retroactive 
to  the  Ryan  White  fiscal  year  2007-2008  by  expressly  stating  that  the  funding  may  be  used  for 
costs  already  incurred  during  that  Ryan  White  program  year  (March  1,  2007  to  February  28, 
2008).  The  grant  award  states:  "This  award  included  one  time  additional  funding  in  the 
amount  of  $4,758,228,  authorized  under  the  Consolidated  Appropriations  Act  2008,  Public 
Law  1 1 0-161 ,  to  support  costs  incurred  (if  any)  during  Fiscal  Year  2007  under  Part  A  of  Title 
XXXVI  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  "; 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  2008-2009  Ryan  White  grant  expressly  states  that  the 
supplemental  $4.7  million  in  funds  may  be  used  to  "support  costs  incurred  (if  any)  during 
Fiscal  Year  2007  under  Part  A,"  the  City  is  authorized  to  use  those  funds  to  pay  for  the  costs 
already  incurred  during  the  Ryan  White  program  year  2007-2008,  which  ended  on  February 
28,  2008,  and, 

WHEREAS,  During  fiscal  year  2007-2008,  San  Francisco  incurred  substantial  costs  in 
order  to  continue  to  provide  HIV  services  at  the  level  provided  in  the  prior  fiscal  year  and 
avoid  the  funding  crisis  that  threatened  the  most  basic  services.  In  order  to  meet  those  costs, 
avoid  crisis  and  in  anticipation  of  obtaining  supplemental  federal  funding,  San  Francisco 
provided  one  time  emergency  funding  as  a  loan  of  approximately  $4.0  million  from  the  City's 
general  fund  reserve  to  fund  the  shortfall  in  Ryan  White  Part  A  funds,  and  in  doing  so  reduced 
the  general  fund  reserve  below  its  base  for  the  first  time,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  $4.0  million  emergency  funding  was  made  on  the  condition  that  if  the 
City  received  additional  Ryan  White  Part  A  funds  for  fiscal  year  2007-2008,  the  $4.0 
emergency  funding  would  be  returned  to  the  City's  general  fund.  In  connection  with  the  $4.0

million,  the  City's  Annual  Administrative  Ordinance,  Section  8.2,  directed  the  Controller  to 
repay  the  $4.0  million  emergency  funding  to  the  General  Fund  reserve  if  additional  state  or 
federal  funds  were  allocated  to  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  "maintenance  of  effort  spending"  on  HIV  related  services  has 
increased  from  $14.2  million  in  2001  to  $16.7  million  in  2006  to  $17.8  million  in  2007.  The 
$4.0  million  emergency  nonrecurring  funding  was  in  addition  to  $17.8  million  that  the  City 
appropriated  for  certain  HIV  services  in  City  fiscal  year  2007-2008.; 

WHEREAS,  Under  HRSA  guidelines,  the  $4.0  million  emergency  funding  is  not  part  of 
the  City's  required  "maintenance  of  effort"  (level  of  grantee  expenditures  to  be  maintained) 
because  it  was  a  one-time  emergency  infusion  of  funds.  The  Ryan  White  CARE  Act  Title  I 
Manual,  Section  II,  chapter  4  states  that  "maintenance  of  effort"  does  not  "include 
expenditures  of  a  nonrecurring  nature."  The  Manual  explains  that:  "Grantees  may  determine 
which  expenditures  are  of  a  nonrecurring  nature  and  are  therefore  excluded  from  the 
maintenance  of  effort  calculations.  An  example  of  a  nonrecurring  expenditure  is  a  one-time 
infusion  of  funds  into  a  political  subdivision  program  on  an  emergency  basis,  where  the 
appropriations  or  other  authorizing  language  clearly  identifies  it  as  a  one-time-only 
commitment." 

WHEREAS,  This  request  that  the  Board  approve  this  resolution  is  being  made  on  a 
retroactive  basis,  with  a  start  date  of  July  1,  2007  through  February  29,  2008,  because  the 
federal  funds  are  to  be  encumbered  in  Ryan  White  program  year  2007-08  and  the  award  letter 
for  additional  funds  was  not  received  by  DPH  until  late  February  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  budget  does  not  include  a  provision  for  indirect  costs  because  HRSA 
does  not  allow  it;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  retroactively  a  grant 
for  the  RWPA  program  from  HRSA  in  the  amount  of  $4,758,228;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  under  Section  8.2  of  the  2007-2008  AAO.the  Controller 
is  authorized  to  return  the  $4.0  million  to  the  general  fund  reserve;  and  be  it

[Urging  a  Federal  Employment  Non-Discrimination  Act  that  includes  gender  identity 
protections] 

Resolution  urging  a  Federal  Employment  Non-Discrimination  Act  that  includes  gender 
identity  protections. 

WHEREAS,  In  2007  President  Bush  pledged  to  veto  the  Employment  Non 
Discrimination  Act  (ENDA)  with  or  without  gender  identity;  and 

WHEREAS,  over  350  national,  state,  and  local  LGBT  organizations  have  signed  a 
letter  stating  that  they  supported  a  fully  inclusive  ENDA  and  opposed  any  legislation  that 
leaves  anyone  behind,  while  also  requesting  the  Congressional  leadership  to  only  introduce  a 
version  of  ENDA  that  includes  gender  identity  in  their  next  session;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Rights  Campaign  (HRC)  supported  a  non-inclusive  ENDA  in 
the  last  congressional  session,  without  dialogue  and  discussion  with  other  national  LGBT  Civil 
Rights  organizations,  such  as  the  National  Gay  and  Lesbian  Task  Force  (NGLTF)  and  the 
National  Center  for  Lesbian  Rights  (NCLR);and 

WHEREAS,  The  withdrawal  of  employment  protection  for  individuals  based  upon 
gender  identity  caused  tremendous  pain  for  Transgendered  persons  throughout  the  United 
States  who  felt  discarded  and  marginalized;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  opportunity  exists  to  unite  the  LGBT  community  and  advocates  for 
employment  non-discrimination  by  pursuing  an  ENDA  in  the  1 1 1th  Congress  that  includes 
protections  for  gender  identity;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  should  be  the  goal  to  create  meaningful  employment  non-discrimination 
legislation  that  addresses  the  pervasive  and  damaging  discrimination  faced  by 
Transgendered  Americans  in  the  workplace;  now,  therefore,  be  it, 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  all  elected  officials 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  State  legislators  to  request  that  the 
Congressional  leadership  introduce  the  Employment  Non-Discrimination  Act  with  gender 
identity  protections  included;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  all  local, 
state,  and  national  Democratic  organizations  and  elected  officials  to  protect  lesbians,  gay 
men,  bisexuals  and  transgender  people  from  discrimination  by  ensuring  that  a  fully  inclusive 
ENDA  is  introduced,  thereby  closing  a  gap  and  loophole  in  the  existing  version  of  ENDA  that 
bans  only  sexual  orientation  discrimination;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  that 
many  members  of  San  Francisco's  LGBT  Community  and  elected  officials  will  forgo  attending

WHEREAS,  The  City-owned  parcel  at  676  Howard  Street,  Assessor's  Parcel  No.  3722 
028,  has  a  proposed  assessment  of  $1 ,220  for  fiscal  year  2008-2009  out  of  $2,384,045  in 
total  proposed  assessments  for  all  properties  in  the  Yerba  Buena  CBD.  This  parcel's 
proposed  assessment  represents  approximately  0.05%  of  the  total  assessments  for  the  first

Resolution  urging  the  State  of  California  to  repeal  the  local  preemption  ban  which 
prohibits  local  jurisdictions  from  banning  pesticides  throughout  their  city  and  county 
limits. 


WHEREAS,  In  1979  Mendocino  County  sought  to  ban  the  use  of  aerial  spraying  of 
herbicides  within  its  borders  due  to  the  fact  that  pesticide  drift  caused  toxic  chemicals  to  drift 
onto  local  school  buses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1984  the  State  of  California  adopted  a  law  that  preempts  local 
governments  from  restricting  the  sale  or  use  pesticides;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1991,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  that,  absent  state  law  to  the 
contrary,  federal  pesticide  law  does  not  preempt  local  regulations  dealing  with  the  use  of 
pesticides  (Wisconsin  Public  Intervenor  v.  Ralph  Mortier),  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  that  case,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the  Federal  Insecticide 
Fungicide  Rodenticide  Act  (FIFRA)  leaves  local  regulation  of  pesticides  in  the  hands  of  local 
authorities  under  existing  state  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  law  prohibits  local  ordinances  thus  making  the  aforementioned 
1991  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  irrelevant  in  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  long  history  of  adopting  laws  to  protect  the  health  of 
its  residents  and  natural  environment  by  restricting  the  use  of  toxic  pesticide  on  city-owned 
property  including  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance  (1996)  and  the  Arsenic 
Treated  Wood  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  adopted  the  Precautionary  Principle  in  2003  which  calls  for 
a  commitment  to  protect  public  health  and  the  environment  through  the  adoption  of  laws  and 
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policies  that  limit  exposure  to  toxic  chemicals  potentially  beyond  those  that  are  used  directly 
by  city  agencies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  used  its  power  to  protect  the  public  health  of  its  residents 
by  restricting  the  sale  of  consumer  products  containing  toxic  chemicals  including  the  Mercury 
Thermometer  Ban  (2000)  and  the  Healthy  Products  Healthy  Children  Ordinance  (2003)  which 
banned  the  sale  of  toys  and  children's  products  containing  the  class  of  toxic  chemicals  called 
phthalates;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  unable  to  extend  the  protections  it  has  put  in  place 
regarding  the  use  of  pesticides  to  consumer  products  due  to  the  statewide  preemption;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  two  resolutions  in  April 
2008  questioning  the  State's  aerial  spraying  of  San  Francisco  against  the  Light  Brown  Apple 
Moth,  legislation  rendered  powerless  by  the  statewide  preemption  of  local  government; 
therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  State  of  California 
to  repeal  the  local  government  preemption  of  controls  on  pesticides  as  stated  in  the  California 
Food  and  Agriculture  Code  Section  11501.1.

Resolution  endorsing  the  creation  of  transgender  health  benefits  for  CalPers. 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission 
("the  Commission")  held  the  nation's  first  governmental  public  hearing  on  human  rights 
discrimination  against  transgender  people  and  issued  a  report  of  that  hearing  with  findings 
and  recommendations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  found  that  expert  professionals  have  concluded  that  the 
successful  medical  treatment  of  transgender  people  often  includes  medically  necessary 
psychological,  hormonal,  and/or  surgical  interventions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission  found  that  because  insurers  routinely  pay  for  surgical 
procedures,  psychological  care,  and  hormonal  treatments  for  non-transgender  people  while 
coverage  for  the  same  interventions  is  denied  to  transgender  people,  these  exclusions 
regarding  transgender  people  are  inherently  and  unfairly  discriminatory;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2001 ,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  became  the  first  municipal 
employer  in  the  United  States  of  America  to  remove  discriminatory  exclusions  in  their  health 
insurance  policies  that  would  deny  coverage  for  transgender  City  employees,  retirees,  and 
their  dependents,  thereby  offering  "transgender"  health  benefits;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  the  entire  University  Of  California  ("UC")  system  removed 
transgender  exclusions  from  insurance  plans  and  began  offering  transgender  health  care 
coverage  to  UC  employees,  retirees,  and  their  dependents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Available  actuarial  data  confirms  the  low  cost  and  affordability  of  the 
benefit  and  that  the  utilization  rate  is  proportionate  to  the  estimated  transgender  population 
seeking  such  interventions;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Gender  identity  is  a  protected  category  under  California  nondiscrimination 
and  insurance  law;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
encourages  the  CalPers  system  to  remove  discriminatory  provisions  against  transgender  care 
in  all  health  care  insurance  plans  and  to  make  psychological,  surgical,  and  hormonal

[State  grant  to  support  environmental  health  pest  exclusion  activities.] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to 
retroactively  accept  and  expend  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $47,694.36  from  the  California 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  (CDFA)  to  support  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth 
Program;  for  the  period  of  July  1,  2007  through  June  30,  2008. 

WHEREAS,  DPH  was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  CDFA  in  the  amount  of  $47,694.36  for 
the  period  of  July  1 ,  2007  through  June  30,  2008,  to  support  Little  Brown  Apple  Moth 
inspection  activities  at  nurseries  or  nursery  holding  facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  of  receiving  the  funds  the  CDFA  requires  DPH  to  enter  into 
a  Grant  Agreement  (the  "Agreement"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 

Supervisors  in  File  No.  080910  ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 

resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  within;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  ASO  amendment  is  not  required  as  the  grant  partially  reimburses  DPH 
for  four  existing  positions,  including  two  Agriculture  Biologists  (Job  Class  #3450)  at  .20  FTE, 
Manager  I/Agriculture  Commissioner  (Job  Class  #0922)  at  .05  FTE,  and  Jr.  Administrative 
Analyst  (Job  Class  #1820);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  budget  includes  a  provision  for  indirect  costs  of  $8,433.42;  now 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  retroactively  accept  and  expend  a  grant 
from  the  CDFA  in  the  amount  of  $47,694.36;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  retroactively  accept  and 
expend  the  grant  funds  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section  10.170-1;  and, 
be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Health  is  authorized  to  enter  into  the 
agreement  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Controller  is  directed  to  designate  all  positions 
funded  under  this  agreement  as  "G"  or  grant-funded  positions  which  would  terminate  when 
the  agreement  expires.

[Resolution  to  establish  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District.] 


Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known 
as  the  "Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District  (CBD),"  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  property  located  in  that  district  for  seven  years, 
commencing  with  fiscal  year  2008-2009,  subject  to  conditions  as  specified,  and  making 
environmental  findings. 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  et  seq.  (the  "Act"),  as  augmented  by 
Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15"),  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  246-08  on  June  10,  2006,  entitled  "Resolution 
declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  property-based  business 
improvement  district  to  be  known  as  the  "Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District  (CBD),"  to 
order  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  multi-year  assessment,  and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a 
public  hearing  thereon"  (the  "Resolution  of  Intention");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Resolution  of  Intention  for  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit 
District  (the  "Yerba  Buena  CBD"  or  "District"),  among  other  things,  approved  the  Yerba  Buena 
Community  Benefit  District  Management  District  Plan  (the  "District  Management  Plan"),  the 
District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report,  the  form  of  the  Assessment  Ballots  and  the  Notice  of 
Public  Hearing,  that  are  on  file  with  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  080784;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  caused  notice  of  a  public  hearing  concerning 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  Yerba  Buena  CBD,  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments 
against  property  located  within  the  District  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  for  fiscal  years  2008- 
2009  through  2014-2015;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  caused  ballots  to  be  mailed  to  the  record 
owner  of  each  parcel  proposed  to  be  assessed  within  the  District,  as  required  by  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  public  hearing  concerning  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Yerba  Buena 
CBD  and  the  proposed  levy  of  assessments  within  such  District  was  held  on  July  29,  2008,  at 
3  p.m.,  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers,  located  on  the  Second  Floor  of  City  Hall,  1  Dr. 
Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing,  the  testimony  of  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  assessments  on  property  within  the  District, 
the  extent  of  the  District,  and  the  furnishing  of  specified  types  of  improvements,  services  and 
activities  within  the  District,  was  heard  and  considered,  and  a  full,  fair  and  complete  meeting 
and  hearing  was  held;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all  objections  or  protests 
to  the  proposed  assessments  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Elections  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  (weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of  the  property)  by  the 
owners  of  record  of  the  property  located  within  the  proposed  District  did  not  oppose 
establishing  the  proposed  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishment 
of  the  proposed  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District 
will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments,  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  parcel  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  parcel;  now  therefore  be 
it 
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RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XI I  ID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections  or  protests  both 
written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  2.    ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  1 5,  a 
property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Yerba  Buena  Community 
Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  3.  DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit 
District  shall  include  all  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district,  the  exterior  boundaries  of 
which  are  as  follows,  including  all  parcels  on  both  sides  of  the  street  unless  otherwise  noted: 

NORTHERN  BOUNDARY  OF  MARKET  STREET  AND  JESSIE  STREET  AND 
MISSION  STREET: 

Market  Street  -  All  parcels  between  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Market 
Street  and  2nd  Street,  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Market  Street  and  4th 
Street,  excluding  parcel  3706-047  (that  is  part  of  the  Union  Square  business  improvement 
district  "BID"); 

Jessie  Street  East  and  Jessie  Street  West  (Between  4th  Street  and  5th  Street)  - 
Including  all  parcels  on  the  North  and  South  sides  of  Jessie  Street  East  to  and  including  the 
Northwest  and  Southwest  corners  of  its  intersection  with  4th  Street,  including  all  parcels  on  the 
North  and  South  sides  of  Jessie  Street  West  to  and  including  the  Northeast  and  Southeast 
corners  of  its  intersection  with  5th  Street,  and  including  parcel  3705z-003  that  does  not  have 
Jessie  Street  frontage,  and  excluding  parcels  3705z-001,  3705z-002,  3705-037,  3705-042, 
and  3705-049  (that  are  part  of  the  Union  Square  business  improvement  district  "BID"); 
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Mission  Street  -  Including  parcels  on  the  North  and  South  sides  of  Mission  Street  from 
the  Northeast  and  Southeast  corners  of  the  intersection  of  Mission  Street  and  4th  Street,  to  the 
Northeast  and  Southwest  corners  of  the  intersection  of  Mission  Street  and  5th  Street, 
excluding  parcel  3705-049  (that  is  part  of  the  Union  Square  BID),  and  including  air  rights 
parcels  3705-050  and  3705-052  located  within  the  Westfield  San  Francisco  Centre  (in  the 
block  between  Market  and  Mission  Streets,  and  4th  and  5th  Streets)  that  do  not  have  Mission 
Street  frontage; 

SOUTHERN  BOUNDARY  OF  HARRISON  STREET:  Harrison  Street  -  Including  parcels 
on  the  North  side  of  Harrison  Street  between  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Harrisoi 
Street  and  2nd  Street,  and  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Harrison  and  5th  Street. 
Including  parcels  on  the  South  side  of  Harrison  Street  between  the  Southwest  corner  of  the 
intersection  of  Harrison  Street  and  2nd  Street  to  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of 
Harrison  Street  and  5th  Street. 

EASTERN  BOUNDARY  OF  2nd  STREET:  2nd  Street  -  Including  parcels  on  the  West 
side  of  2nd  Street  from  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  2nd  Street  and  Market  Street 
to  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  2nd  Street  and  Harrison  Street. 

WESTERN  BOUNDARY  OF  5th  STREET:  5th  Street  -  Including  parcels  on  the  East  side 
of  5th  Street  from  the  Northeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  5th  Street  and  Jessie  Street,  to  the 
Southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  5th  Street  and  Harrison  Street.  Including  parcels  on  the 
West  side  of  5th  Street  from  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  5th  Street  and  Mission 
Street,  to  the  Northwest  corner  of  the  intersection  of  5th  Street  and  Harrison  Street. 

The  Yerba  Buena  CBD  boundaries  do  not  include  the  following  bordering  parcels  that 
are  part  of  the  existing  Union  Square  business  improvement  district  (BID):  3705z-001 ,  3705z- 
002,  3705-037,  3705-042,  3705-049,  and  3706-047.  A  BID  is  another  term  used  in  San 
Francisco  to  describe  a  community  benefit  district  (CBD)  or  special  assessment  district 
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formed  under  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  et  seq. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District. 

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
property  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  5.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to 
pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2008- 
2009,  and  continuing  for  seven  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2014-2015.  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2008-2009  shall  be  $2,384,045.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  subsequent  fiscal  years  through  the  first  half  of  fiscal  year  2014-2015  may  be 
increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the 
change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland- 
San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent,  whichever  is  lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2008-2009.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the 
life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become  delinquent  on  December  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  The 
second  installment  shall  be  due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District, 
and  shall  become  delinquent  on  April  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment

shall  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 

Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  property-related  services, 
improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include: 

A  Sidewalk  Operations,  Beautification  and  Order  (SOBO)  component,  to  include  street- 
level  staff  as  Ambassadors/Community  Guides,  hiring  dedicated  police  officers  from  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  under  San  Francisco  CCSF  Administrative  Code  Chapter  10B, 
sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping,  sidewalk  steam  cleaning  and  power  washing,  enhanced  trash 
emptying  in  public  rights  of  way  including  removal  of  bulky  trash  items,  removal  of  graffiti,  tree 
and  hanging  flower  basket  planting  and  maintenance,  equipment/tools  and  supplies,  vehicle 
insurance  and  maintenance,  personnel  and  supervisor/oversight  costs  to  implement  SOBO, 
banners  and  decorations,  public  right  of  way  beautification,  maintenance  of  pedestrian  public 
spaces  in  addition  to  sidewalks,  and  distribution  of  small  annual  grants  to  community 
organizations  providing  services  in  the  district  that  support  the  SOBO  improvements  and 
activities  of  the  CBD; 

A  District  Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements  (DISI)  component,  to  include 
development  of  neighborhood  brand/identity,  district-wide  special  events,  district  web  site  and 
newsletter,  marketing  and  promotions  strategies,  personnel  costs  to  implement  DISI,  public 
space  development  and  planning,  district  map  and  brochure,  advertising,  communications, 
markers  and  public  art  highlighting  the  district's  history  and  residents,  and  distribution  of  small 
annual  grants  to  community  organizations  providing  services  in  the  district  that  support  the 
DISI  improvements  and  activities  of  the  CBD; 

An  Administrative,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations  component,  to  include 
personnel  and  administrative  costs  for  this  component,  corporate  operations  insurance,  office 
related  expenses,  relations  with  City,  public  relations,  and  financial  reporting;  and 
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A  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  to  implement  SOBO  and  DISI,  to  include 
reserves,  late  or  non-paid  assessments,  long  term  capital  improvement  projects,  and 
repayment  of  district  formation  costs. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  246-08. 

Section  7.    AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth 
in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract  shall  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income  and  cash  flows  for 
each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance  from  the  CPA. 
In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the 
City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds. 
The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  reserve  full 
rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the  City  and  the 
District. 

Section  8.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 
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Section  9.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  10.  LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years 
referred  to  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  Each  year,  the  Assessor  shall  enter  on  the 
County  Assessment  Roll  opposite  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land  the  amount  of  the  assessment 
and  such  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  County  property  taxes  are 
collected. 

Section  11.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District. 

Section  12.  ENVIRONMENTAL  FINDINGS.  The  Planning  Department  has 
determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources  Code  sections  21000  et 
seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
080784  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.

Resolution  approving  the  Budget  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County 
af  San  Francisco  for  fiscal  year  2008-2009 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
'Agency")  is  implementing  various  Redevelopment  Plans  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City")  in  accordance  with  the  Community  Redevelopment  Law  of  the  State  of 
California,  California  Health  and. Safety  Code  section  33000  et  seq.  (the  "Law");  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  33606  of  the  Law  provides  for  approval  of  the  annual  Budget  of  the 
<\gency  by  the  Legislative  Body  of  the  City  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  has  submitted  its  annual  budget  for  fiscal  year  2008-2009  (the 
'Budget")  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  hereby  requests  that  such  approval  be  granted,  and  the  Board 
}f  Supervisors  is  agreeable  to  doing  so,  based  on  the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  this 
■esolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  $5,000,000  of  the  Budget  is  contingent  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors' 
subsequent  approval  an  amendment  to  the  Western  Addition  A-2  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the 
Durpose  of  implementing  Sections  33333.7  (Senate  Bill  No.  21 13)  and  33333.8  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  which  authorize  the  Agency  to  use  additional  tax 
ncrement  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  developing  affordable  housing; 

WHEREAS,  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  approve  the  above-described 
amendment,  the  Agency  will  delete  approximately  $5,000,000  from  its  housing  budget,  will 
>pend  the  remaining  housing  funds  in  the  manner  described  in  the  fiscal  year  2008-2009

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  Their  Families  has  prepared  a 
Proposed  Revision  to  the  2007-2010  Plan  ("Proposed  Revision"),  dated  July  8,  2008,  to 
reflect  emerging  programmatic  and  policy  priorities  central  to  the  children,  youth  and  family

WHEREAS,  After  a  competitive  process  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District 
awarded  $75,000  in  grant  funding  to  the  partnership  of  Sustainable  Earth  Initiative  and  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (SF  Environment); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  $24,000  of  the  original  grant  will  pass  through  Sustainable  Earth  Initiative 
to  SF  Environment's  Clean  Air  Program  to  provide  the  technical  assistance  outlined  above; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
enacted  the  "Healthy  Air  And  Smog  Prevention"  Ordinance  in  1999  to  reduce  emissions  from 
the  City's  fleet  vehicles  in  an  effort  to  promote  clean  air  and  to  protect  public  health;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco

WHEREAS,  FremantleMedia  North  America  is  the  producer  of  top-rated  TV  shows 
such  as  American  Idol,  America's  Got  Talent,  Family  Feud,  The  Price  Is  Right,  and  others,  it 
is  a  leader  in  the  entertainment  industry  and  should  treat  its  employees  responsibly;  and 

WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  produces  shows  in  the  so-called  "reality" 
genre,  which  continues  to  grow  and  provide  an  increasing  number  of  jobs  for  entertainment 
industry  workers;  and 

WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  should  provide  for  its  workers  the  same 
industry  standard  benefits  that  workers  on  other  TV  shows  receive,  such  as  basic  minimums, 
affordable  health  care,  and  retirement  benefits;  and 

WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  utilizes  drivers  that  are  not  drug  and 
alcohol  tested,  nor  do  they  receive  proper  rest  periods,  compromising  the  safety  of 
contestants,  other  production  staff,  and  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS;  in  September,  2007,  all  four  writers  from  the  Fremantle-produced  game 
show  Temptation  walked  off  the  job  after  FremantleMedia  refused  to  recognize  their  desire  to

WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  refused  to  negotiate  with  the  Writers  Guild 
of  America  to  improve  work  conditions  for  the  Temptation  writers  as  well  as  other  writers 
employed  by  the  company;  and 
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WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  continued  to  take  its  uncompromising 
position  despite  significant  public  pressure  exerted  through  a  series  of  delegations  to 
Fremantle's  offices  in  Los  Angeles,  and  pickets  and  rallies  at  the  worksite  of  Temptation;  and 

WHEREAS;  in  April  2008,  eight  former  employees  of  FremantleMedia  North  America, 
the  majority  from  American  Idol,  filed  more  than  $250,000  in  wage  and  hour  claims  with  the 
California  Department  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  alleging  failure  to  pay  overtime;  and 

WHEREAS;  FremantleMedia  North  America  employees  reported  working  as  much  as 
15-20  hour  days,  7  days  a  week,  without  adequate  compensation  or  rest  periods;  and 

WHEREAS;  the  Writers  Guild  of  America  and  the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Teamsters  have  initiated  a  Freemantle  American  Idol  Truth  Tour  to  spread  the  word  across 
the  country  of  the  injustices  of  working  on  Freemantle  productions;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED;  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  on  FremantleMedia 
North  America,  to  be  a  responsible  employer  that  treats  the  employees  who  work  so  hard  to

[Burma  Day] 

Resolution  declaring  August  8th  "Burma  Day"  in  San  Francisco  in  honor  of  the  20th 
Anniversary  of  the  people  of  Burma's  1988  popular  uprising  against  Burma's  military 
regime. 

WHEREAS,  August  8,  2008  is  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  nationwide  Burmese 
democracy  uprising  known  by  its  date,  8/8/88,  when  the  people  of  Burma  took  to  the  streets 
to  peacefully  protest  the  increasingly  repressive  rule  of  the  then  26  year-old  military  regime, 
which  brutally  crushed  the  8/8/88  pro-democracy  movement,  killing  more  than  3,000  people 
and  arresting,  torturing,  and  imprisoning  thousands  more;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  Burma  and  their  supporters  around  the  world  annually 
commemorate  the  8/8/88  uprising  on  August  8th  to  honor  and  pay  tribute  to  the  thousands 
who  were  killed  and  to  remind  the  world  of  the  need  to  liberate  the  50  million  Burmese  people 
from  the  dictatorship  in  Burma;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  1988  uprising,  the  dictators  held  elections,  but  when 
the  National  League  for  Democracy  (NLD)  won  88%  of  the  vote,  the  government  arrested  and 
imprisoned  the  democratically  elected  leaders,  including  Daw  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi,  the  General 
Secretary  of  NLD  (who  subsequently  received  the  United  States  Congressional  Gold  Medal 
on  May  8,  2008  (H.R.  4286)  in  recognition  of  her  courageous  and  unwavering  commitment  to 
peace,  nonviolence,  human  rights,  and  democracy  in  Burma);  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  August  and  September  2007,  the  people  of  Burma,  led  by  Buddhist 
monks,  took  to  the  streets  in  peaceful  demonstration  to  protest  intolerable  economic 
conditions  resulting  from  a  sudden  500%  increase  in  fuel  prices.  The  military  regime  killed 
hundreds  of  peaceful  protesters  and  arrested,  imprisoned,  and  tortured  many  thousands 
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more  including  Buddhist  monks.  The  violent  actions  taken  against  the  peaceful  protests  were 
reported  by  Human  Rights  Watch  (See  December  2007  Report  "Repression  of  the  2007 
Popular  Protest  in  Burma"),  Amnesty  International  (See  November  2007  briefing  paper  "No 
Return  to  'Normal'"),  and  the  United  Nations  (UN)  Special  Rapporteur,  Paulo  Sergio  Pinheiro, 
based  on  numerous  first-hand  accounts  by  victims  and  eye-witnesses  of:  shootings,  beatings, 
and  killings  of  protesters  and  monks,  monasteries  being  raided,  arbitrary  detentions  and 
disappearances,  torture,  cruel  and  degrading  treatment,  and  restraints  on  political  activity  and 
access  to  the  media;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  October  11,  2007,  the  UN  Security  Council,  in  a  statement  read  by 
President  Leslie  Kojo  Christian,  deplored  violence  used  against  Burmese  demonstrators  and 
stressed  the  importance  of  releasing  all  political  prisoners  and  the  need  for  the  Burmese 
military  regime  to  create  the  necessary  conditions  for  a  "genuine"  dialogue  with  all  concerned 
parties  and  ethnic  groups.  It  welcomed  the  regime's  public  commitment  to  work  with  the  UN 
and  the  liaison  officer,  Daw  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi,  but  stressed  the  importance  of  follow-up 
action.  However,  none  of  the  Security  Council's  concerns  have  been  adequately  acted  upon 
by  the  military  regime;  and, 

WHEREAS,  During  a  mission  to  Burma  in  November  2007,  the  UN  Special  Rapporteur 
was  denied  access  to  the  Ye  Way  municipal  crematorium  in  Yangon  where  he  had  received 
reports  of  a  large  number  of  bodies  -  including  some  with  shaved  heads,  indicating  monks — 
being  burned  during  the  nights  of  September  27-29th.  Amnesty  International  also  indicated 
reports  of  secret  cremation  of  bodies  during  the  crackdown;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  its  report  to  the  Security  Council  and  its  Working  Group  on  Children  and 
Armed  Conflict,  the  UN  Secretary  General  expressed  deep  concerns  regarding  child-soldiers 
in  Burma  and  urged  the  Burmese  government  to  take  action  to  stop  the  practice  of  using 
children  to  serve  as  soldiers  in  Burma  (See  November  2007  "Report  of  the  Secretary-General 
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on  Children  and  Armed  Conflict  in  Myanmar"-the  first  report  on  a  nation  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  UN  Resolution  1612  (2005));  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Burmese  Army  has  the  world's  highest  number  of  child-soldiers  with 
more,  than  fifty  percent  of  its  new  recruits  under  the  age  of  18  years  old  and  the  Burmese 
Army  practices  kidnapping  and  other  forms  of  forced  service  (See  October  2007  Human 
Rights  Watch  article  entitled,  "Sold  to  Be  Soldiers:  The  Recruitment  and  Use  of  Child  Soldiers 
in  Burma");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Myanmar  (Burmese)  authorities  failed  to  implement  Resolution  S-5/1  of 
October  2,  2007,  passed  by  the  Special  Session  of  the  Human  Rights  Council  calling  on  the 
Myanmar  government  to,  inter  alia,  "release  without  delay  those  arrested  and  detained  as  a 
result  of  the  recent  repression  of  peaceful  protests,  as  well  as  to  release  all  political  detainees 
in  Myanmar,  including  Daw  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi,  and  to  ensure  that  conditions  of  detention 
meet  international  standards  and  include  the  possibility  of  visiting  any  detainee";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Burmese  military  regime  ignores  the  will  of  the  people,  of  the 
international  community,  and  of  the  UN  Security  Council,  by  continuing  to  detain  Daw  Aung 
San  Suu  Kyi  and  more  than  1,200  political  prisoners,  and  by  forging  ahead  with  its  "Road 
Map  to  Democracy,"  which  is  widely  viewed  as  an  undemocratic  attempt  to  further  entrench 
military  rule  in  Burma,  to  erase  the  results  of  the  1990  elections,  and  to  prevent  Daw  Aung 
San  Suu  Kyi  and  other  NLD  leaders  from  ever  taking  power;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  21,  2008,  labor  rights  activists  and  members  of  the  main 
opposition  party,  NLD,  in  Burma  urged  the  International  Labor  Organization  (ILO)  to  take 
effective  action  on  complaints  about  forced  labor  allegedly  carried  out  by  the  Burmese  military 
regime.  Despite  decades  of  continuous  effort  by  the  ILO  to  end  the  world's  worst  forced  labor 
in  Burma — including  adopting  a  Resolution  in  2000  under  Article  33  of  the  ILO  Constitution 
calling  on  ILO  constituents  and  other  agencies  to  review  their  relations  with  Burma  and  take 
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appropriate  action,  a  first  ever  invocation  of  Article  33  by  the  ILO  against  a  member  country  in 
the  ILO  history — the  Burmese  military  continues  to  exercise  forced  labor  and  child  labor 
including  harshly  punishing  those  who  complain  to  the  ILO;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  UN  reports,  Burma  is  now  the  poorest  country  in  Southeast 
Asia.  The  population  spends  approximately  75%  of  household  income  on  food;  one  in  three 
children  under  the  age  of  five  does  not  complete  primary  school;  and  the  per  capita  Gross 
Domestic  Product  is  less  than  half  that  of  Bangladesh  or  Cambodia;  and, 

WHEREAS,  numerous  Housing,  Land  and  Property  (HLP)  rights  violations  by  the 
military  regime  have  effectively  displaced  millions  of  Burmese  people  within  Burma  rendering 
them  homeless  or  seeking  refuge  in  neighboring  countries  (See  the  November  2007  Country 
Report  entitled,  "Burma:  Displacement  and  Dispossession:  forced  migration  and  land  rights" 
by  the  Geneva-based  Center  on  Housing  Rights  and  Evictions  (COHRE));  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  reported  in  the  Boston  Globe  on  April  26,  2008,  "[t]he  regime  has 
announced  plans  to  hold  a  'referendum'  on  May  10  on  a  new  constitution  that  conveniently 
disqualifies  Nobel  Prize  laureate  and  democratic  opposition  leader  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  from 
running  in  future  elections.  The  penalty  for  opposing  the  draft  constitution  is  life  in  prison" 
(See  "New  Urgency  in  Burma"  by  Michael  Green).  Regarding  the  life  imprisonment 
punishment  for  opposing  the  draft  constitution,  Paulo  Sergio  Pinheiro,  the  UN  Special 
Rapporteur  on  Burma,  commented,  "How  can  you  have  a  referendum  when  you  repress 
those  who  intend  to  say  no?  The  process  is  completely  surreal";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  May  2,  2008  natural  disaster,  tropical  cyclone,  Nargis,  was 
compounded  by  the  criminal  negligence  of  the  Myanmar  regime,  which  refused  to  allow  relief 
aid  and  workers  prompt  access  to  those  in  need  and  proceeded  with  the  May  10th  election 
despite  this  tragedy  while  criminalizing  opposition  to  the  referendum.  According  to  UN 
estimates,  by  May  10th  no  help  had  reached  80%  of  those  in  need,  yet  the  junta  focused  on 
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the  referendum  for  which  some  survivors  were  expelled  from  shelters  to  turn  them  into  polling 
stations.  CNN  reported  that  the  regime  had  seized  aid  shipments,  put  their  names  on  the 
boxes,  and  redistributed  them  selectively.  For  these  reasons,  France  insisted  that  aid  be 
delivered  directly  to  those  in  need,  with  help  from  non-governmental  organizations,  rather 
than  by  Myanmar's  soldiers.  On  May  7th,  this  plan  was  rebuffed  by  China,  Vietnam,  South 
Africa,  and  Russia.  By  May  14th,  the  UN  increased  its  estimate  of  those  severely  affected  by 
Burma's  cyclone  to  2.5  million  people;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  30,  2008,  the  United  Nations  Children's  Fund  said,  "The  military 
government  in  Burma,  also  known  as  Myanmar,  is  removing  cyclone  victims  from  refugee 
camps  and  dumping  them  near  their  devastated  villages  with  virtually  no  aid  supplies";  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  3,  2008,  the  New  York  Times  reported  that  one  month  after  a 
powerful  cyclone  struck  Myanmar  and  10  days  after  the  ruling  junta's  leader  promised  full 
access  to  the  hardest-hit  areas,  relief  agencies  said  that  they  were  still  having  difficulty 
reaching  hundreds  of  thousands  of  survivors  in  urgent  need  of  assistance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Amnesty  International's  report  released  on  June  6,  2008  denounced  the 
junta's  forcible  evictions  of  cyclone  survivors  from  schools  and  monasteries  where  they  had 
taken  shelter,  stating:  "Amnesty  International  has  been  able  to  confirm  over  30  instances  and 
accounts  of  forcible  displacement  by  the  [military  regime]  in  the  aftermath  of  the  cyclone,  but 
anecdotal  evidence  from  numerous  sources  strongly  suggests  a  much  higher  number";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  government  supports  the  Burmese  military  regime  and 
vetoed  a  draft  resolution  before  the  UN  Security  Council  on  January  12,  2007  calling  on  the 
government  of  Burma  to  respect  human  rights  and  begin  a  democratic  transition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  government  has  sold  billions  of  dollars  worth  of  arms  to  the 
Burmese  regime  that  have  been  used  to  terrorize  its  own  civilian  population — including 
women,  children,  nuns  and  monks — by  destroying  more  than  3,000  villages  and  creating  one 
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million  internally  displaced  people  and  nearly  two  million  refugees  in  neighboring  countries; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Government  continues  to  block  the  UN  Security  Council 
from  taking  concrete  measures  towards  resolving  the  situation  in  Burma  through  a  binding 
resolution  calling  for  the  release  of  Daw  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  and  all  political  prisoners, 
establishing  a  comprehensive  arms  embargo,  and/or  enforcing  strong  collective  and 
comprehensive  economic  and  financial  sanctions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  Burma  live  in  darkness  due  to  electricity  shortages  while 
the  Chinese  government  builds  the  Shwe  Gas  pipeline  in  western  Burma  that  will  channel 
Burma's  gas  at  cut-rate  prices  to  China's  Yunan  province  to  support  China's  burgeoning 
economy.  The  pipeline  will  provide  billions  of  dollars  to  the  Burmese  military  regime,  which 
has  reduced  Burma  to  one  of  the  poorest  countries  in  the  world  even  though  Burma  is  among 
the  richest  in  the  region  in  natural  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  UN  Member  State  since  October  25,  1971,  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  pledged  to  uphold  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  and  to  achieve  the 
promotion  of  universal  respect  for  and  observance  of  human  rights  and  fundamental 
freedoms,  however,  China  contributes  to  the  brutal  treatment  of  50  million  Burmese  people 
through  its  military,  economic,  and  diplomatic  support  of  Burma's  military  regime.  Moreover, 
the  Chinese  government  continually  blocks  the  strong  and  collective  comprehensive 
measures  at  the  UN  Security  Council,  which  might  otherwise  be  the  most  likely  means  of 
reversing  the  military  regime's  grip  on  power;  and, 

WHEREAS,  August  8,  2008  is  (in  addition  to  being  the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
nationwide  Burmese  democracy  uprising)  the  opening  day  of  the  Olympics  Games  in  Beijing, 
which  has  been  protested  extensively  worldwide  and  in  the  United  States,  including  San 
Francisco,  and  is  expected  to  be  boycotted  during  the  opening  ceremonies  by  many  world 
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leaders  including  some  in  the  European  Union,  due  in  part  to  China's  support  of  the  Burmese 
regime;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Olympic  Charter  sets  forth  the  conditions  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Olympic  Games  and  codifies  the  fundamental  principles  of  Olympism.  One  fundamental  goal 
is  to  place  sports  at  the  service  of  the  harmonious  development  of  humankind  with  a  view  to 
promote  a  peaceful  society  concerned  with  the  preservation  of  human  dignity.  China's  bid  to 
host  the  2008  Olympics  was  granted  by  the  international  community  based  on  a  pledge  made 
by  President  of  the  Beijing  Olympic  Organizing  Committee,  Liu  Qi,  who  stated,  "To  make  the 
national  capital  peaceful  and  orderly,  people  must  have  a  means  of  voicing  their  opinions, 
and  the  mechanism  for  solving  social  problems  at  the  grassroots  level  will  be  improved";  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  House  Representatives,  Dana  Rohrabacher  (CA), 
Joseph  Pitts  (PA),  Eleana  Ros-Lehtinen  (FL),  Thaddeus  McCotter  (MA),  John  Doolittle  (CA), 
Dan  Burton  (Ind.),  Frank  Wolf  (VA),  and  Christopher  Smith  (NJ)  co-sponsored  House 
Resolution  610  (August  2007),  which  calls  for  a  boycott  of  the  2008  Beijing  Olympic  Games 
because  of  on-going  human  rights  violations  in  China;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  October  2007,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a 
Resolution  urging  the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  the  governments  of  China,  Japan,  and  the 
United  States  to  take  action  in  defense  of  the  peaceful  demonstrators  of  Burma/Myanmar; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  Resolution 
declaring  June  19,  2005  "Daw  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  Day"  in  recognition  of  the  60th  birthday  of 
Ms.  Suu  Kyi  and  the  efforts  of  the  Burmese/Myanmar  people  to  reclaim  their  human  rights 
and  democracy,  following  other  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1994, 
1995,  1998,  and  1999  against  the  repressive  regime  of  Burma/Myanmar;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  commends  the  people  of 
Burma  (now  also  known  as  Myanmar)  for  their  46  years  of  struggle  against  a  brutal 
dictatorship,  and  honors  the  20th  Anniversary  of  the  1988  popular  uprising  in  Burma  by 
declaring  August  8,  2008  as  "Burma  Day"  and  further  declare  August  8  as  Annual  Burma 
Day;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  send  this 
Resolution  to  San  Francisco's  Congressional  delegation  with  requests  to  forward  the 
Resolution  to  Senior  General  Than  Shwe,  Chairman,  State  Peace  and  Development  Council 
of  Burma;  President  Hu  Jintao  of  People's  Republic  of  China;  Prime  Minister  Dr.  Manmohan 
Singh  of  India;  Prime  Minister  Samak  Sundaravej  of  Thailand;  President  Lee  Myung-bak  of 
Republic  of  Korea;  Prime  Minister  Yasuo  Fukuda  of  Japan  and  President  Bush  of  the  United 
States,  by  way  of  their  Missions  to  the  United  Nations,  as  well  as  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Chevron  and  Daewoo  corporations;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  send  this 
Resolution  to  President  George  W.  Bush  urging  him  not  to  attend  the  opening  ceremony  of 
the  2008  Olympic  Games  in  protest  of  China's  refusal  to  meet  its  promises  to  the  international 
community  to  cease  human  rights  abuses  in  Burma,  Tibet,  Darfur  and  inside  China;  to 
provide  U.S.  aid  with  or  without  permission  from  Burma's  military;  and  to  take  affirmative 
diplomatic  measures  to  persuade  China  and  Russia  to  vote  on  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  in  support  of  aid  to  the  Burmese  people  and  for  the  protection  of  their  human  rights; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  send  this 
Resolution  to  the  President  of  the  Beijing  Olympic  Organizing  Committee,  Liu  Qi;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  send  this 
Resolution  to:  the  United  Nations  Secretary  General,  The  Honorable  Ban  Ki-Moon;  the  United

Resolution  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $45,000,000  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  {Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood 
Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series  2008B;  prescribing  the  form  and  terms  of  said  Bonds; 
authorizing  the  execution,  authentication  and  registration  of  said  Bonds;  providing  for 
the  appointment  of  depositories  and  other  agents  for  said  Bonds;  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  accounts  related  thereto;  approving  the  forms  of  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  and  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds;  directing  the  publication  of  the  Notice  of 
Intention  to  Sell  Bonds;  approving  the  form  and  execution  of  the  Official  Statement 
relating  thereto;  approving  the  form  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate;  approving 
modifications  to  documents;  ratifying  certain  actions  previously  taken;  and  granting 
general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in  connection  with  the 
authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  said  Bonds. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  (the  "Authorizing  Resolution"),  adopted  by  the  Board 

of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  on  , 

2008,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  on  ,  2008,  the  City  authorized 

the  issuance  of  its  Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  amount  not  to  exceed  of 
$45,000,000  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Genera!  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series  2008B  (the  "Series  2008B  Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2008B  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3V  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election  called  for  by  Ordinance  237-07  adopted 
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by  the  Board  on  October  23,  2007  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  October  24,  2007  (the  "Bond 
Ordinance");  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  review  of  bond  spending  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  on  the  management  of 
the  program  to  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and 
the  Port  Commission  and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of 
the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  fund  established  by  the 
Controller's  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the 
Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  this  committee 
and  this  review  process;  and, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  the  Charter  of  the 
City  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this 
Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors")  are  contained  in  File  No.  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2008B  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $45,000,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
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designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series  2008B"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond 
Ordinance  and  Proposition  A  approved  by  the  voters  on  February  5,  2008.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby 
authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  14  hereof));  and  (ii)  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2028.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized 
to  give  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other 
bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds.  The 
Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of 
$5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause 
the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account 
of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause 
the  blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause 
the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the 
purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2008B  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the 
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form  of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  A  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or 
appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2008B  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register 
or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2008B  Bonds  as 
herein  provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  2008B  Bonds.  Any  Series  2008B  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant 
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to  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person 
or  by  the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series 
2008B  Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument 
of  transfer  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2008B  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate 
and  maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2008B  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2008B  Bond  or  Series  2008B  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall 
require  the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding 
each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall 
have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2008B  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The 
Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award 
to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section  14  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall 
bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date  until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined 
upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year 
comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2008,  and  semiannually 
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thereafter  on  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year  (or  such  other  dates  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall 
be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration 
books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of 
the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or 
not  such  day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2008B  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest 
payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date, 
or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  November  30,  2008  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date; 
provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2008B  Bond,  interest  is 
in  default  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  such  Series  2008B  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for 
payment  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not 
made.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2008B  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if 
any  interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
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business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on 
or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire 
transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States  of  America.  For  so  long  as  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the 
City  pursuant  to  Section  12  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately 
available  funds. 

The  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity  as 
provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in 
any  year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable 
with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by 
the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  14  hereof).  Any  Series  2008B 
Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  final  Official  Notice 
of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to 
Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City 
may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section 
9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2008B  Bonds  subject  to  such 
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redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the 
principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding 
accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2008B  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be 
redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  2008B  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously 
selected  for  redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date 
on  which  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for 
redemption  is  herein  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to 
be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2008B  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
respective  registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration 
books  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date. 
The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price; 
(c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such 
maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2008B  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the 
respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP 
number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2008B  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
Redemption  Date.  Such  notice  of  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption. 
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The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2008B  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  2008B  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  19  hereof. 

the  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2008B 
Bond  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known 
as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series 
2008B  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2008B  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account  solely  for

the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  2008B  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the 
Series  2008B  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2008B 
Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies 
and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by 
applicable  law. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein, 
and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set 
aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series  2008B  Bonds 
at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account. 
No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2008B  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 
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The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  2008B  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  Redemption  Date  funds  are  not  or 
will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series 
2008B  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and 
failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2008B  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series  2008B  Bond  Account"  (the  "Series  2008B  Bond 
Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2008B  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Bonds  is 
due,  including  any  Series  2008B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the 
Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the 
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Series  2008B  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2008B  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2008B  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2008B  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2008B  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  delivery  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series 
2008B  Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Series  2008B  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant 
to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and 
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Safe  Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Series  2008B  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  2008B 
Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  ail  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition, 
renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or 
portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2008B  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2008B  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants, 
disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .   Depository  Trust  Company.  The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is 
hereby  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds.  The  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall 
be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form  ("Book-Entry  Bonds").  Upon  initial  issuance,  the 
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ownership  of  each  such  Series  2008B  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond  register  in  the 
name  of  Cede  &  Co.,  as  nominee  (the  "Nominee")  of  DTC.  So  long  as  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  are  registered  in  book-entry  form  they  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  Cede  &.  Co. 

Section  12.    Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership 
of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository. 
The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial 
ownership  interest  in  any  Series  2008B  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with 
respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or 
any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption 
of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant 
therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest 
due  with  respect  to  the  Series  2008B  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by 
such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds 
or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other 
duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and

conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace 
agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  1 3.   Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2008B  Bonds'  respective  stated 
maturities  by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust 
company  designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  2008B 
Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  2008B  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2008B  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have 
been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  such 
Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  which 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in 
Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the 
City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall 
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cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  13,  to  the  owners  of  said 
Series  2008B  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant 
to  Section  18  hereof;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2008B  Bonds  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  13. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  13,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for 
the  moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States 
Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in 
the  escrow  fund  or  the  Series  2008B  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities 
of  the  municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the 
municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
pursuant  to  Section  12  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations 
are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow 
agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 
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For  purposes  of  this  Section  13,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds 
which  have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry 
form  or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which  is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated 
the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the 
escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  13,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating  agency  which  is 
the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  which  is  otherwise  established  after 
the  date  hereof. 

Section  14.   Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
Inviting  Bids  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board 
is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  Inviting  Bids  for  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  20  hereof. 

Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  copies  of  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 
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The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  15.    Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell 
Bonds")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  Bonds  for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such 
corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof,  to 
be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated 
throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  16.    Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at 
the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  17.    Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  (the  "Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to 
be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final 
for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to 
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sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders 
for  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  copies  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the 
form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed, 
supplemented,  corrected  or  revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve, 
execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  2008B  Bonds, 
which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  copies 
of  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 
Section  1 8.   Tax  Covenants. 

(a)     General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds 
that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail 
to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  adversely  affect  the 
exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the 
same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to 
a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any 
such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2008B  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such 
term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in 
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the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal 
income  tax  purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  be  "private 
activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to  be  "private  activity 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
2008B  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  any  Series  2008B  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  thereby,  or 
other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code.  To  that  end, 
the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent  such 
requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  2008B  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action,

(e)     Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants 
of  this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax 
Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds, 
as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This  covenant 
shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved 
and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  20  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to 
the  original  purchaser  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

Section  20.   Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  of 
the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be 
necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2008B  Bonds  in  excess  of

Section  21 .    Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  are 
hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.    Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  for  principal  and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2008B  Bonds. 

Section  23.    Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds  in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2008B 
Bonds. 

Section  24.    Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2008B  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City's  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 
Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series  2008B  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the 
time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  25.   General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or 
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depositories  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2008B  Bonds.

Resolution  providing  for  the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $185,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds 
(Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood  Parks,  2008);  authorizing  the  execution, 
authentication  and  registration  of  said  Bonds;  providing  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  to 
pay  the  principal  and  interest  thereof;  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
depositories  and  other  agents  for  said  Bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of 
accounts  related  thereto;  ratifying  certain  actions  previously  taken;  and  granting 
general  authority  to  city  officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in  connection  with  the 
authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  said  Bonds. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  502-07  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  on  September  18,  2007  and  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  on  September  21 ,  2007,  it  was  determined  and  declared  that  public

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  voter-approved 
special  ad  valorem  tax  levy  described  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  a  resolution  duly  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the 
California  Government  Code,  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of 
the  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.106  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  there  shall  be 
delivered  a  certificate  of  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  City,  concurrently  with  the 
issuance  of  each  series  of  the  Bonds,  stating  that  the  outstanding  general  obligation 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City,  including  all  series  of  the  Bonds  issued  and  to  be 
issued  and  outstanding  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  series,  will  not  exceed  three 
percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  real  and  personal  property  located  within  the 
City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall 
conduct  an  annual  review  of  bond  spending  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  on  the 
management  of  the  program  to  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Recreation  and 
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Park  Commission  and  the  Port  Commission  and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth 
of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  fund 
established  by  the  Controller's  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the 
direction  of  the  Citizen's  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the 
costs  of  this  committee  and  this  review  process; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  the  City  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by 
law  to  exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and 
manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant 
to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution  (the  "Resolution"). 

Section  3.  Issuance  of  Bonds.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $185,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  purchase  and/or  completion  of  the 
real  property  improvements  set  forth  in  the  following  proposition: 

CLEAN  AND  SAFE  NEIGHBORHOOD  PARKS  BONDS,  2008,  shall  the  City 
and  County  incur  $185,000,000  of  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction,  purchase  and/or  improvement  of  park  and  recreation  facilities  and  all 
other  works,  property  and  structures  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing 
purposes. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  in  one  or  more  series,  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  determine,  and  shall  be  sold  in  accordance  with  law,  as  such  law  may  from 
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time  to  time  be  amended,  supplemented  or  revised,  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  this  Resolution,  as  supplemented  by  such 
other  resolution  or  resolutions  relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds.  The  offering  and  sale 
of  the  Bonds  may  be  aggregated  with  the  offering  and  sale  of  other  general 
obligation  bonds  being  issued  by  the  City  as  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  4.  Execution  and  Authentication.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  set 
forth  the  form  of  such  bond,  with  such  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  may  be  permitted  by  such  resolution.  "CUSIP" 
identification  numbers  may  be  imprinted  on  the  Bonds,  but  such  numbers  shall  not 
constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  evidenced  by  the  Bonds  and  any  error  or  omission 
with  respect  thereto  shall  not  constitute  cause  for  refusal  of  any  purchaser  to  accept 
delivery  of  and  pay  for  the  Bonds.  In  addition,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  use 
such  CUSIP  numbers  in  any  notice  to  Owners  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  an 
event  of  default  or  any  violation  of  the  City's  contract  with  such  Owners  and  shall  not 
impair  the  effectiveness  of  any  such  notice. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  countersigned  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Such  signatures  may  be  facsimile  or  manual.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  cause  the  official  seal  of  the  City  to  be 
impressed  or  printed  on  each  of  the  Bonds.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her 
designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  by  manual  signature, 
and  when  so  executed  and  authenticated,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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shall  deliver  the  Bonds  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the 
purchase  price  thereof. 

In  case  any  of  such  officers  whose  signatures  or  countersignatures  appear  on 
the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the 
purchaser,  such  signatures  or  countersignatures  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes  as  if  they  had  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  the 
Bonds. 

Section  5.  Transfer  or  Exchange  and  Registration  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may 
be  transferred  or  exchanged  in  accordance  with  its  terms  and  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  its  sale.  Each  Bond  shall  be 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing 
and  directing  its  sale. 

Section  6.  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  terms  of  redemption 
(whether  optional  redemption  or  mandatory  redemption),  if  any,  of  any  series  of 
Bonds  and  the  manner  prescribed  for  notice  of  any  redemption  of  such  series  of 
Bonds  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the 
sale  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.  Tax  Levy.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  agrees  and  covenants  with  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  that  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  ad  valorem  tax  levy  it  shall  fix,  and  in 
the  manner  provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  until  the 
Bonds  are  paid  or  until  there  shall  be  a  sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  treasury 
of  the  City  sufficient  to  meet  all  sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds,  ad  valorem  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  the 
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Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also  such  part  of  the  principal  thereof  as  shall 
become  due. 

Said  ad  valorem  taxes  shall  be  levied  without  limitation  as  to  rate  or  amount 
upon  all  property  within  the  City  subject  to  taxation  by  the  City  (except  certain 
property  which  is  taxable  at  limited  rates)  in  an  amount  sufficient  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes 
levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected,  and  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of 
the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7  shall  be  deposited  in  a  special 
account  to  be  designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe 
Neighborhood  Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account"  (the  "Bond  Account")  and  each 
and  every  series  of  Bonds  issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably 
secured  by  the  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section.  Such  account  shall  be 
administered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts.  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  may  establish  such 
additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  or  with  any  agent, 
including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds.  The 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any 
series  of  the  Bonds  shall  establish  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  for  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  such 
series  of  Bonds. 
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The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds 
of  sale  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  interest  accrued  on  the 
Bonds  to  the  date  of  payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other  moneys, 
if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing 
the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding, 
moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  such  principal 
and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  for  purchase  of  Bonds  if  permitted  by 
the  Resolution  providing  for  the  sale  of  such  series  of  Bonds;  provided,  however, 
that  when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  paid,  any 
moneys  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of 
the  City  or  as  otherwise  permitted  by  law.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  take  such 
actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to  cause  the  debt  service  on  the 
Bonds  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the  budget  for  such  fiscal  year  and  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor. 

Section  8.  Administration  and  Disbursements  From  Bond  Account. 

(a)  Interest.  On  or  before  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  in  each  year  (or  on  such 
other  dates  as  provided  in  a  sale  resolution)  that  any  of  the  Bonds  is  outstanding, 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  transfer  to  and  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the 
appropriate  subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount 
which,  when  added  to  the  amount  contained  in  the  Bond  Account  and  subaccounts 
therein  on  that  date,  if  any,  will  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  interest 
becoming  due  and  payable  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  on  such  interest 
payment  date. 
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(b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  15  in  each  year  (or  on  such  other  dates  as 
provided  in  a  sale  resolution)  that  any  of  the  Bonds  is  outstanding,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  transfer  to  and  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate 
subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be 
equal  to  the  principal  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  that  will  become  due 
and  payable  on  said  June  15,  including  those  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  sale  resolution  of  such 
Bonds. 

All  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City 
Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and 
December  15  in  each  year  that  any  Bond  is  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various  subaccounts  in  the  Bond  Account  created 
pursuant  to  the  resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  Bonds,  on  such  date  on  which 
payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each  series  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  9.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she 
may  deem  desirable  and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  any  of  the  City  Treasurer's  duties  and 
responsibilities  under  this  Resolution,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law. 
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The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or 
more  agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted 
by  applicable  law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may 
serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other 
duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine  including  such  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  City  Treasurer  provided  for  in  this  Resolution.  Such  agents 
shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine. 
The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  at  anytime. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  a  project  account  to 
be  designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Clean  and  Safe  Neighborhood 
Parks  Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account"  (the  "Project  Account").  The  Project  Account 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  City  Treasurer,  as  a  separate  account,  segregated  and 
distinct  from  all  other  accounts.  The  City  Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts 
and  subaccounts  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  Project  or  the  Bonds. 

All  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  excluding  any  premium  and 
accrued  interest  received  thereon,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  Project  Account  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and 
purposes  specified  in  the  proposition  set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof.  When  such 
objects  and  purposes  have  been  accomplished,  any  moneys  remaining  in  such 
account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond  Account  established  pursuant  to  Section  7 
hereof  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  any  series  of 
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Bonds.  Amounts  in  the  Project  Account  may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing 
expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  and  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and 
bond  counsel. 

Section  11.  Defeasance  Provisions.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing 
and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  the  defeasance  of 
such  series  of  Bonds.  Any  Bonds  which  have  been  deemed  paid  in  accordance  with 
the  defeasance  provisions  of  the  Board  resolution  authorizing  and  directing  their 
sale  shall  no  longer  be  deemed  outstanding  under  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Tax  Covenants.  Any  series  of  the  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  bonds 
the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax 
purposes  or  as  bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  included  in  gross  income  for  federal  or 
state  income  tax  purposes  or  as  taxable  bonds.  With  respect  to  any  series  of  the 
Bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state 
income  tax  purposes,  the  City  may  make  such  covenants  and  representations  as  are 
necessary  or  convenient  to  comply  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  13.  Other  Terms  and  Provisions  Relating  To  the  Bonds.  The 
resolution  of  the  Board  providing  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for 
(a)  the  purchase  of  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  relating  to  such 
series  of  Bonds  and  to  the  establishment  of  such  additional  terms  and  procedures  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  application  of  such  bond  insurance  or  other 
credit  enhancement  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders;  (b)  the  investment  of  moneys 
held  in  any  fund  or  account  relating  to  the  Bonds  in  specific  categories  or  types  of 
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investments,  so  long  as  such  investments  are  legal  investments  for  the  City  and  in 
compliance  with  any  policy  or  guideline  of  the  City  applicable  thereto;  (c)  the 
adoption  of  any  supplemental  resolutions  relating  solely  to  such  series  of  Bonds. 

Section  14.  Supplemental  Resolutions.  For  any  one  or  more  of  the  following 
purposes  and  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  a  supplemental  resolution  of  the  City 
may  be  adopted,  which,  without  the  requirement  of  consent  of  the  owners  of  the 
Bonds,  shall  be  fully  effective  in  accordance  with  its  terms: 

(a)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City  in  this  Resolution 
or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  covenants  and 
agreements  to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with 
this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as 
theretofore  in  effect; 

(b)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  limitations  and 
restrictions  to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with 
this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as 
theretofore  in  effect; 

(c)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under,  and  the  subjection 
to  any  lien  or  pledge  created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  then  in  effect,  of  any  moneys, 
securities  or  funds,  or  to  establish  any  additional  funds  or  accounts  to  be  held  under 
this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds; 
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(d)  To  cure  any  ambiguity,  supply  any  omission,  or  cure  or  correct  any 
defect  or  inconsistent  provision  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the 
sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds;  or 

(e)  To  make  such  additions,  deletions  or  modifications  as  shall  not  be 
materially  adverse  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds. 

Any  modification  or  amendment  of  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing 
the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of 
the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  in  any  particular,  may  be  made  by  a  supplemental 
resolution,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  at  least  a  majority  in  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  at  the  time  such  consent  is  given.  No 
such  modification  or  amendment  shall  permit  a  change  in  the  terms  or  maturity  of 
the  principal  of  any  outstanding  Bonds  or  of  any  interest  payable  thereon  or  a 
reduction  in  the  principal  amount  thereof  or  in  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  shall 
reduce  the  percentage  of  Bonds  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  which  is  required  to 
effect  any  such  modification  or  amendment,  or  shall  reduce  the  amount  of  moneys 
for  the  repayment  of  the  Bonds  without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  such  Bonds. 

Section  15.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees 
and  agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  16.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  City  Administrator,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of 
the  City  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all 
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certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other  documents, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or 
depositories,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in 
order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and 
otherwise  to  give  effect  to  this  Resolution.

WHEREAS,  The  Cross  Connection  Controls  Project  is  one  of  the  regional  projects  to 
be  completed  as  part  of  the  SFPUC  Water  System  Improvement  Program.  The  project 
involves  repair  and  installation  of  protective  devices  at  twenty  seven  air  valve  or  blow-off  valve 
sites  to  prevent  water  from  outside  of  the  system  (rainfall,  flood  water,  etc.)  to  enter  and 
compromise  water  quality  (the  Project).  The  project  sites  are  at  existing  facilities  located  in 
Alameda,  San  Mateo,  and  Santa  Clara  Counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  4,  2008,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  issued  a  Final 
Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  for  the  Project  ("Final  MNDM),  File  No.  2005.01 65E.  The 
Planning  Department  found  the  Final  MND  was  adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  reflected

The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  2008_  (Laguna  Honda  Hospital 
Project),"  with  such  series  designation  or  such  other  designation  as  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  her  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance").

Resolution  authorizing  the  lease  of  3,900  sq.  ft  at  1449  Webster  Street  for  employment 
assistance  programs. 

WHEREAS,  many  Western  Addition  residents  face  a  number  of  barriers  to  employment 
such  as  lack  of  occupational  and  job  readiness  skills,  a  lack  of  basic  education  and  numeric 
skills,  substance  abuse,  and  prior  incarceration  among  other  barriers. 

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (MOEWD) 
has  contracted  with  Rubicon  Programs  Incorporated  and  Westside  Community  Services  to 
design  and  operate  a  comprehensive  Neighborhood  Workforce  Center  in  the  Western 
Addition, 

WHEREAS,  the  comprehensive  Neighborhood  Workforce  Center  will  greatly  increase 
access  to  the  tools  necessary  for  residents  to  find  good  employment  such  as  job  search 
services,  job  readiness  skills  training,  resume  and  interview  coaching,  job  training  and 
education  services,  access  to  public  training  funding,  and  coordination  with  supportive 
services  such  as  childcare  and  transportation  assistance. 

WHEREAS,  the  Neighborhood  Workforce  Center  will  further  work  with  employers 
throughout  San  Francisco  to  meet  their  staffing  needs  while  increasing  access  to  new  jobs  for 
Western  Addition  residents. 

WHEREAS,  Rubicon  Programs  Incorporated  and  Westside  Community  Services  plans 
to  begin  to  offer  services  as  soon  as  a  site  can  be  established. 

WHEREAS,  funds  for  the  One  Stop  employment  program  were  appropriated  in  fiscal  . 


2007-2008  for  this  program 
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BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Property  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  all 
actions,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  tenant,  to  execute  a  written 
lease  and  other  related  documents  with  WCPI  Commercial,  LLC,  ("Landlord"),  for  the  retail 
area  commonly  known  as  1449  Webster  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  which  comprises 
an  area  of  approximately  3,900  square  feet  on  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  and  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Attorney;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  lease  shall  commence  upon  substantial  completion 
of  tenant  improvements  (expected  to  be  about  September  1 ,  2008)  and  terminate  August  31 , 
201 1  (approximately  3  years),  however,  City  shall  have  the  unilateral  right  of  early  termination 
anytime  after  August  31 ,  2010  (approximately  2  years),  with  180  day  advance  notice.

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  ABAG  Finance

WHEREAS,  The  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations  (the  "Authority")  is 
authorized  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  California  Government  Code  Section  6500  et  seq. 
and  the  terms  of  an  ABAG  Finance  Authority  for  Nonprofit  Corporations  Joint  Powers 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  April  1, 1990,  revised  as  of  September  18,  1990  and  June  9,  1992  (as 
so  revised,  the  "Agreement"),  among  certain  public  agencies  throughout  the  State  of

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $16,100.00  from  Altamont  Education  Advisory  Board  to  expand 
recycling  and  lunchroom  composting  programs  at  schools  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  evaluation  of  responses  to  an  Altamont  Education  Advisory 
Board  request  for  proposals  in  the  area  of  Waste  Reduction  and  Environmental  Education,  the 
Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  was  selected  to  be  the  recipient 
of  $16,100.00  in  funding  to  support  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  San 
Francisco  private  schools  in  diverting  50%  of  its  waste  by  the  end  of  2009  by  providing 
compostable  bags  to  schools  and  stipends  to  custodians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  the  City  achieved  63%  city-wide  waste  diversion  in  2002,  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  only  diverted  approximately  30%  of  its  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adopted 
landfill  diversion  goals  of  50%  by  2006,  75%  by  2015  and  85%  by  2025;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  school's  waste  stream  is  generally  comprised  of  41%  paper, 
2%  glass,  4%  metal,  12%  plastic,  and  32%  organic  matter  such  as  food  scraps,  yard 
trimmings,  and  soiled  paper,  which  means  schools  with  comprehensive  recycling  and 
composting  programs  could  potentially  divert  up  to  97%  of  their  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  seventeen  years,  San  Francisco's  public  and  private  schools  have 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  teach  environmental  concepts, 
implement  successful  resource  conservation  and  waste  diversion  programs,  and  create 
positive  behavior  changes  towards  the  environment;  and,  DOCUMENTS  DEPT 
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WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  operates  one  of  the  most  progressive 
waste  diversion  programs  in  the  country  and  is  ideally  positioned  to  apply  its  recycling  and 
recovery  knowledge  to  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  schools  struggle  to  implement  waste  diversion  programs  without 
adequate  classroom  recycling  bins,  compostable  bags,  and  the  on-going  participation  of 
custodians;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment's  School  Education  Program  has 
partnered  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Norcal  Waste  Systems  Company

Resolution  opposing  fiscally  irresponsible  state  budget  decisions  that  would  "borrow" 
local  government,  redevelopment  and  transportation  funds 

WHEREAS,  on  July  1 ,  2008  the  State  Legislature  missed  its  Constitutional  budget 
deadline;  and 

WHEREAS,  both  the  Governor  and  the  Legislative  Budget  Conference  Committee 
have  recommended  balanced  budgets  without  resorting  to  "loans"  or  seizures  of  local 
government  property  tax,  redevelopment  tax  increment  and  transportation  sales  tax  funds; 
and 

WHEREAS,  in  1952  the  voters  of  California  approved  Article  XVI,  Section  16  of  the 
California  Constitution,  providing  for  tax  increment  financing  for  community  revitalization— not 
balancing  the  state  budget,  and  the  voters  never  authorized  the  legislature  to  take  or  "borrow" 
community  redevelopment  funds  for  state  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2004  by  an  84%  margin  of  approval  the  voters  of  California  approved 
Proposition  1 A  and  sent  a  loud  and  unambiguous  message  to  state  leaders  that  they  should 
stop  the  destructive  and  irresponsible  practice  of  taking  local  government  funds  to  finance  the 
state  budget  and  paper  over  the  state  deficit;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2006  by  a  77%  margin  of  approval  the  voters  of  California  also 
approved  Proposition  1  A,  providing  similar  protections  to  transportation  funding  for  state  and 
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local  transportation  projects,  including  important  street  maintenance  and  public  transit 
programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  both  ballot  measures  allow  the  Governor  to  declare  a  "severe  state  of 
fiscal  hardship"  and  "borrow"  these  funds  if  they  are  repaid  in  three  years  with  interest,  but  the 
Governor  believes  it  would  be  irresponsible  to  "borrow"  such  funds  because  it  would  deepen 
the  state's  structural  deficit  and  cripple  local  government  and  transportation  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  refusal  by  the  Legislature  to  carryout  its  constitutional  obligation  to 
compromise  on  a  balanced  budget  is  not  a  "severe  state  of  fiscal  hardship"  and  would  not 
justify  reductions  in  critical  local  services,  community  revitalization  programs  and
